John L. Lewis, as head of the un ion of min ers, lias criti­ 
cized the in terstate commerce commission for facilitatin g 
the movemen t of substitutes for an thracite coal, so that, the 
people of the n orth who have been usin g h a rd coal may have 
fuel. 
He said the commission was takin g the sid e again st the 
min ers, or word s to that effect. 
Mr. Lewis forgets the public, or else he misjud ges t he pub­ 
lic. The in terstate commerce commission represen ts the pub­ 
lic. The families of the machin ist, the mold er, the carpen ter, 
the plumber, the prin ter, the butcher, the baker con stitute 
the public. 
If the lead er of the min ers thin ks the people are 
yoin g to sit supin ely by an d freeze while the min ers an d ope­ 
rators d ead lock, he will learn somethin g in this strike. 
Prob­ 
ably he d oesn ’t thin k so, on ly talks that way to impress the 
min ers. 
This is on e time when the public agen cies are n ot med d lin g 
in the an thracite strike, 
The public says, Go it, man ; go it, 
bear; an d looks out for itself. 
There are on ly a few labor d isputes in which the public is 
in terested . 
Of these, on e in volves tran sportation , an other 
in volves fuel. 
On ce in a while there is somethin g like the 
Boston police strike, about which on e Calvin Coolid ge mad e 
some ten se remarks. 
In these matters the public has rights above those in con ­ 
troversy. Railroad s possess on ly such rights as they are giv­ 
en by the public. 
Min e own ers hold their property on ly by 
rights created by public. 
On ce upon a time there was a man 
n amed Baer, who thought that the min es were given to his 
group by d ivin e right to ad min ister for the people. 
He’s 
d ead . 
He failed to con vin ce the public in his con ten tion , so 
there was n o scramblin g for the man tle when it fell. 
It is possible to make the public suffer on ce or twice, but it 
is n ot well to try the people too often , for they learn how to 
get out of their trouble. Even if the min ers go back to work, 
the an thracite in d ustry is payin g d aily for the loss of busi­ 
n ess occasion ed by an n ual threats of strikes. 
Hard coal con ­ 
sumption has been red uced in two years from 29 to 17 per­ 
cen t of the fuel used . 
In view of this strike it is quite probable th at tin » n ext two 
years will fin d the use of an thracite further red uced . 
Mr. Lewis, the min ers an d the operators must remember 
that while there is n o law to preven t such d ead locks as they 
have brought on , there is plen ty of law by which the coun try 
may use it. own agen cies to preven t freezin g an d starvation .

The Un ited States supreme court has held to he con stitu­ 
tion al the Dyer act, which makes it a crime to tran sport a 
stolen automobile from on e state to an other. It was un d er 
that act t h a t John P. Loon ey of Rock Islan d was in d icted by 
the gran d jury at Peoria, a case stHl pen d in g again st him. 
These cases that wen t to the supreme court in volved remov­ 
al of two cars from Sioux Falls, S. I)., to Sioux City, la., in 
September, 11)21. 
The offen d er was sen ten ced to eighteen 
mon ths’ imprison men t. 
The opin ion in the ease is given by 
Chief Justice Taft, in which he mad e the followin g d eclara­ 
tion s : 
“ It is kn own of all men th a t the rad ical chan ge in tran s­ 
portation by the in trod uction of the automotbile, tho speed 
with which it moves an d the ease with which evil-min d ed 
person s can avoid capture have greatly en couraged an d in ­ 
creased crimes. 
On e of the crimes w hich have been en cour­ 
aged is the theft of the automobiles themselves an d their im­ 
med iate tran sportation to places remote from homes of own ­ 
ers. 
“Elaborately organ ized con spiracies for the theft of auto­ 
mobiles an d the spiritin g of them away in to some other state 
an d their sale an d other d isposition far away from the own er 
an d his n eighborhood , have aroused con gress to d evise some 
method for d efeatin g the success of these wid ely spread 
schemes of larcen y. The quick passage of tho machin es in to 
an other state helps to con ceal the trial of the thieves, g e t s 
the stolen property in to an other jurisd iction an d facilitates 
the fin d in g of a safe place in which to d ispose of the booty 
at a good price. 
“ This is a gross misuse of in terstate commerce. 
“ Con gress may properly pun ish such in terstate tran sporta­ 
tion by an y on e with kn owled ge of the theft because of its 
harm ful results an d its d efeat of the property right of those 
whose machin es, again st their will, are taken in to other juris­ 
d iction s.”

Lest we fo rget, it is well to recall 
tha t this is the fo rty -fo u rth anni­ 
v ersary o f the o rigin o f Labo r Day . 
A small band o f lo y al, earnest trad e 
u nio nists, in their 
enthu siasm 
fo r 
the benefits gained by 
o rganizatio n, 
parad ed In the city o f New Yo rk o n 
the first Mo nd ay o f September, 18S2. 
This was the beginning o f Labo r 
Day . 
In 1884 the co nv entio n o f the Amer­ 
ican Fed eratio n o f ta b o r called u po n 
all wage earners irrespectiv e o f sex , 
calling 
o r natio nality , 
to 
o bserv e 
Labo r Day u ntil “it sho u ld be as u n­ 
co mmo n fo r a man to wo rk o n ta b o r 
Day as o n Ind epend ence Day .” 
There la no need to tell ho w su c­ 
cessfu l that appeal has been. 
No ne 
« d ll d eny that that co nd itio n ia here. 
The id ea 
o f 
ta b o r 
Day 
spread 
thro u gho u t the natio n. 
Aitho u ght a 
few o f the states hav e no t mad e it a 
¡egal ho lid ay it is o bserv ed in them 
ju st as lo y ally as in the states where 
Labo r Day laws hav e been enacted . 
Fro m a small hand fu l o f men who 
met in Pittsbu rg in 1881 and fo rmed 
what is no w the American Fed eratio n 
o f ta b o r, it has gro wn to eno rmo u s 
pro po rtio ns, am f 
its influ ence 
has 
rev o lu tio nized ind u stry fo r the benefit 
o f bo th the wage earners and emplo y ­ 
ers. When It was o rganized the eight- 
ho u r d ay was simply a d ream, fo r in 
tho se times ten ho u rs was u niv ersally 
Wo rked , while many 
were 
kept' at 
their tasks, twelv e, fo u rteen, six teen 
and mo re ho u rs a d ay . 
The o ppo sitio n to the eight-ho u r 
d ay was tremend o u s. 
In 1884 , 
the 
American Fed eratio n o f Labo r 
to o k 
the preliminary steps fo r a u niv ersal 
d emand fo r eight ho u rs, and in {css 
than two y ears 200,000 wo rkers in in­ 
d u stry gained a sho rter wo rkd ay . By 
1892 the eight-ho u r mo v ement 
had 
.-pread thro u gho u t the natio n. At the 
present time tho se who 
wo rk 
mo re 
than eight ho u rs are the ex ceptio n. 
Organizers, 
who 
serv ed 
witho u t 
co mpensatio n fo r y ears, aid ed in plac­ 
ing the American trad e u nio n mo v e­ 
ment o n a firm basis. 
Legislatio n was so u ght and no t a 
y ear passed bu t so me remed ial laws 
hav e been enacted . 
The 
first 
great 
v icto ry was 
the 
ex clu sio n 
o f 
the 
Chinese. Whilo the law was enacted 
in 1882, it was m any y ears later be­ 
fo re it was so changed that the Amer­ 
ican peo ple were fu lly pro tected fro m 
that so rt o f immigratio n. 
Then came tho fed eral eight ho u r 
law' and the 
seamen’s 
act,, 
which 
treed the last slav es in the 
United 
States. 
Many peo ple d o no t kno w that the 
trad e u nio n mo v ement was the earli­ 
est ad v o cate o f co mpu lso ry ed u catio n. 
At the same time 
it d emand ed that 
child ren sho u ld no t be permitted 
to 
wo rk fo r wages bu t sho u ld he sent to 
scho o l and giv en ev ery o ppo rtu nity 
fo r recreatio n. The y ears hav e elapsed 
since then bu t the stru ggle to r-d n 
cate the masses and to bring freed o m 
fro m gainfu l o ccu patio ns to the ehil 
d ren has activ ely co ntinu ed . 
While 
two laws enacted by 
Co ngress 
pro ­ 
hibited child ren at a tend er age fro m 
Wo rking at gainfu l o ccu patio ns 
they 
were d eclared u nco nstitu tio nal. 
No w wo hav e a 
pro po sed am end ­ 
ment 
to the co nstitu tio n 
which 
if 
ad o pted will co nfer 
u po n 
Co ngress 
au tho rity to pass statu to ry legislatio n 
making child 
life free. 
Bitter 
and 
malignant o ppo sitio n 
is being 
mad e 
to this wo rthy cau se. Bu t the Ameri­ 
can Fed eratio n o f Labo r will co ntinu e 
to light u ntil it has mad e it po ssible 
fo r Co ngress to pro tect the natio n's 
child ren fro m ind u strial ex plo itatio n. 
The Satu rd ay half-ho lid ay and 
the 
fo rty -fo u r 
week are the 
resu lts o f 
iru d e u nio n agitatio n. 
The American Fed eratio n o f Labo r 
snd its afiiliated o rganizatio ns hav e 
no t o nly bro u ght greater happiness In 
the liv es o f the wu ge earners bu t in 
the natio n’s ho u r o f d anger it pled ged 
the lo y alty o f its members to the go v ­ 
ernment o f the United States. 
And 
that pled ge was kept. 
The American Fed eratio n o f ta b o r 
Is nev er at a lo ss w hat to d o in any 
great crisis. And this was ex emplified 
a tho u sand fo ld in its attitu d e d u ring 
ihe great war. 
Amo ng the o ther v icto ries and ac­ 
tiv ities which no o ne can d eny 
to 
Labo r are 
w o rkmen’s 
co mpensatio n 
laws, the restrictio n 
o f immigratio n, 
prev enting tho impo rtatio n o f labo r 
u nd er co ntract, co llectiv e bargaining, 
eliminatio n o f the 
sweat-sho p 
cv 1, 
abo litio n 
o f 
tenement-ho u se 
labo r, 
cru sad e against the white plagu e by 
insisting u po n 
sanitary 
wo rk: ho ps 
and co nd emnatio n o f the sale o f n ar­ 
co tics.

su lts so that o n o u r nex t Labo r Day 
we can say we as we hav e o n ev ery
